Prisoners Set Free .to Spread 
Peace and Goodwill 
Manifesto.

Manila, April 1-1.— (7:55 p.m.)— General 
Lawton is marching north along the road 
between the hills and the lake with the 
army gunboats Napidun ami Laguna do 
Bay abreast of his troops. The enemy 
is retreating northword. 

On Wednesday the troops crossed the 
Faghanjan and concentrated at Lara- 
bun at the month of the river. After 
leaving two companies of the Fourteenth 
regiment to guard the entrance of the 
river the troops marched to Longas and 
found it. deserted. Furniture which had 
been dropped in the flight of the natives 
was scattered along the trails lending 
into the hills. 

Major Weisenberger's sharpshooters 
were sent forward to Puctes Aucontouia 
in the afternoon. They run upon a nest 
of rebels in some thick bushes which ac- 
corded splendid coverings. Five men of 
the North Dakota regiment were killed 
and two wounded, two of the former 
dying after being- brought to Longas 
church where Father McKinnou admin- 
istered the sacrament to them. 

The main body of the American troops 
while at dinner at Longas heard the tir- 
ing and advanced to the support of the 
sharpshooters. A scout from a hill saw 
the little light and many white coats 
running into the hills. The Leguna do 
Bay at the beginning of the light shelled 
the hills, making them too hot for the 
enemy. 

The Americans entered San Antonio 
nt sunset without meeting with any re- 
sistance. Twenty unarmed prisoners 
bearing copies of the proclamation of the 
United States Philippine commission 
which they had somehow secured were 
afterwards released and sent outside our 
lints with bundles of proclamations to 
distribute. 

The Fourth cavalry is guarding Santa 
Cruz. Two companies of the Fourteenth 
regiment are at the mouth of the river, 
two are at Pasingham, two at Liunbun 
and one of Hie Fourteenth regiment and 
four of the North Dakota regiment are 
at San Antonio. The remainder of the 
troops are at Longas. 

General Lawton is on board the La- 
guna de Bay and the Gascoes are off 
San Antonio. The country just occu- 
pied is thickly populated and -reduces 
much fruit.

Vancouver, April 14.— The statement 
of receipts of the B. C. Electric Railway 
Co. for February, just published, shows 
that Victoria as usual led in the receipts 
from passengers, the figures for the 
three cities in which the company oper- 
ates being as follows: Victoria, .fti,014; 
Vancouver, $5,2:!G; and Westminster, 
$4,92.'!. There has been a greater ex- 
tension of the lighting service at \ mi- 
eouver, where the receipts for February 
showed an increase of $2,440 over the 
same month last year, the total being 
$9,558, while Victoria had increased but 
$S52 to .$5,805. The total earnings of the 
company for the month were $31,590, 
and the operating expenses J22.7SS, leav- 
ing a handsome net profit of .^S.SUS. 
Tile aggregate gross earnings from April 
1 to tile end of February, iy ( .l7-S, were 
$274,423; for 1898-9, $378,085. The ag- 
gregate net profit from April 1 to the 
end of February, 3SD7-S, .fS7,007; for 
1S0S-'.), ifldS.Uilb', an increase of $01,089. 
Medicine for Sifton. 

Sir Charles Tupper in an interview to- 
day stated that bis speech on Yukon 
affairs would be followed by another 
which will give Mr. Sifton something to 
think about for some time to come. ".My 
first speech," he said, "was a preliminary 
canter and some important charges are 
to come. Next time Mr. Sifton will not 
get off so easily." 

Sir Hibbert also stated that the gov- 
ernment would be very sorry for not re- 
treating from their untenable position 
regarding the Dendmun's island lease. 
Their action in practically giving away 
so valuable a site to foreign saw mill 
men was ill-limed and unjust. 

Verdict for Libel. 

The case of Taggart vs. the Mining 
Record, of Victoria, was heard today. 
F. Taggart sued Mr. Lamb, the proprie- 
tor of the Ko-.ord, for libel in the state- 
ment in the Record that Taggart was 
running a bucket shop. The jury 
awarded Taggart $50 damages. 

Assassin After Kung,. 

Some 1,000 Chinamen attended the 
lecture delivered to-night by Kung, the 
famous reformer. They stood through- 
out the lecture with their hats on listen- 
ing with great attention but not display- 
ing the slightest sign of pleasure or dis- 
approval at the remarks of the speaker, 
who was seated during the lecture. 
Kang explained his system of reform, 
and asked them to unite as one man in 
spreading the gospel of reform in 
America. 

At the conclusion of the lecture the 
Colonist correspondent informed Kang 
of the contents of a despatch received 
from Seattle intimating that On "Wong, 
an assassin, was on his track to kill him. 
The usually phlegmatic temperament of 
the Chinese was not in evidence in this 
instance except in the case of Kang 
himself, his attendants becoming visibly 
very much excited and showing great 
alarm. Kang smiled blandly between 
is black moustachios and quietly remark- 
ed something to the correspondent, which 
Dr. Qui of Vancouver said meant in 
English "I thank the <"v»ioni<>t correspon- 
dent very much. It was considerate to 
come to me with the despatch. I cannot 
tell whether it is true or not but I am 
obliged to be ever on my guard." 

Kang then retired to an inner room in 
tin' Hotel Vancouver, alone, shutting 
himself in. At 1(1 o'clock he returned 
to Chinatown with his body gunrd 
doubled, those he could trust remaining 
close about, him all evening. 

Miscellaneous. 

Arthur Haines died last night at Van- 
couver, where he has resided for fifteen 
years. He was a native of Birming- 
ham, but came here from Aylmer, Out. 

Kang Yu Wei lectured in the City hall 
to Chinamen to-night and was after- 
wards banquetted by several Chinese 
celebrities. 

The Vancouver Rowing Club, an amal- 
gamation of the Vancouver and Burrard 
Inlet, clubs, are to hold a monster re- 
gatta very soon. Affairs aquatic are in 
a very healthy condition just now, as is 
signified by the fact that thirty-four 
members presented themselves as anx- 
ious to row in tlu' local four-oared 
events. 

At a well attended public meeting last 
night the Vancouver Early ('losing As- 
sociation was formed. A resolution was 
passed favoring the closing of all stores 
at six o'clock and a half holiday on Sat- 
urday. 

The Liberal Association of Vancouver 
have decided to hold a concert in 
O'Brien's hall at an early date. 

There is still no indication of an un- 
derstanding between the journeymen 
end employing tailors. It is now suggest- 
ed that if a board of arbitrators do not 
quickly decide the differences Chinamen 
will be the future merchant tailors of 
Vancouver.

HOT SHOT 
ON YUKON. 



Ministers Wilt Before Arraign, 
ment by Leaders of the 
Opposition. 



Why No Investigation Except 
by the Accused Minis- 
ter's Uncle ? 



Sifton Should Either Be Vln- 
dicated or Driven From 
Office. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, April 14 -The government got 
more to-day about corruption iu Yukon 
than they liked. Sir Charles Tupper and 
Foster delivered powerful speeches in 
which they scored the ministers fore 
and aft. They did not like the arruigii.- 
ment, many of them leaving the cham- 
ber. 

Major Sutherland devoted himself 
largely to a defence of Major Walsh and 
his administration in Yukon. 

Sir Charles Tupper considered the mat- 
ter so grave that he could not give a si- 
lent vote. He deprecated attacks ujiou 
private character, but regretted that ne- 
cessity existed for mentioning personal 
behaviour. He held that iu the interest 
of the country and of Walsh himself it 
should be ascertained whether the 
charges against the ex-commissiouer are 
true or not. They are the worst enemies 
uf honest Y'ukon officials who refused 
them the opportunity to vindicate them- 
selves. The country would never stand 
investigating by a judge of Mr. Slfton's 
appointment and a packed jury. A ju- 
dial investigation would vindicate hon- 
est men or else convict the offenders and 
drive Minister Sifton from office. It 
would have a bad effect in the country 
to learn that the only investigation Mr. 
Sifton would permit was one by his own 
uncle and dependent. 

Sir Louis Davies said his colleagues- 
had unbounded confidence in Mr. Sif- 
ton and were satisfied that Mr. Ogilvie's 
investigation would be thorough. If it 
was not the government would be pre- 
pared to enlarge the scope of the com- 
missioner. He challenged the opposition 
to make specific charges, when a com- 
mission would be granted. 

Mr. Foster commented severely on the 
unbusiness like methods of the adminis- 
tration in Y'ukon. Mr. Sifton's hired 
man was. not the proper court to try such 
charges. 

Mr. Fielding moved the adjournment, 
of the debate. 

Notes.

Charles Tupper, said he bad no informa- 
tion about the States going to prohibit 
the importation of Canadian lumber.

Winnipeg, April 14.— (Special)— The 
Liberals of Manitoba will hold a pro- 
vincial convention in this city Bhottly 
after the prorogation of the House, 
which is expected to take place about: 
July 15. 

Premier Greenway and Mr. McMillan,, 
provincial treasurer, will leave for Ot- 
tawa towards the end of next week to 
press the claims of the province for pos- 
session of all the Manitoba school lands 
and money now iu custody of the federal 
authorities, in accordance with the 
resolution adopted by the legislature a. 
few days ago. The ministers may visit 
New York before returning.

Queer Features About New 
Hold-Up of Liquor Bound 
for Yukon. 



New Orders a Serious Matter 
for Shippers on Strength 
of Permits. 



The order-in-council passed by the 
Dominion government on Thursday with 
respect to the prohibition ot liquor im- 
portation to the Yukon district bus ex- 
cited very general discussion among the 
eity wholesalers, who arc as yet very 
much iu a fog as to what the order 
really signifies. On its face it would 
appear us though the federal authorities 
were aiming to put the Klondike mining 
region on the same plane as the remain- 
der of the Northwest Territories, where 
the liquor laws have been framed with 
regard to the preponderance of the abor- 
igines in the population, yet to deal with 
the Yukon mining country as though its 
conditions were similar to those of the 
prairies seems almost too farcical for 
belief. 

The conversion of such a wide-open 
cilv us Dawson into n "temperance 
town." such as Playwright Hoy I never 
dreamed of in his merriest mood appears 
too much of an accidental joke- to be 
perpetrated even by the blind depart- 
ment of the interior. 

There is another element in the new- 
order that is cause for almost equal 
consternation and amazement— it pro- 
vides Cor a distinct repudiation of the 
rights granted under existing permits, 
and according to some at least of the 
city merchants would be absolutely in- 
defensible in the courts, if shippers tire 
compelled to this course in order to pro- 
tect their acquired rights. 

The advice received by Collector 
A. H. Milne, C. M. U-, in its entirety is 
as follows: 

"Ottawa, April 13, 18'.)!). 
'• A. K. Milne, Victoria, B. C: 

•' Order has been passed prohibiting 
importation of liquor into Yukon Terri- 
tory for the present. Advise all persons 
■who have received permits or contem- 
plate taking liquor into that territory 
accordingly, and also inform the press. 
This action has the effect of cancelling 
any permit issued, upon which no liquor 
Has been taken in up to the present 
time, except permits issued direct by 
the department, for liquor for personal 
use. 

"(Sd.) JAMBS A. SMART, 

" Deputy Minister of the Interior." 

This is supplemented by a letter which 
Superintendent Perry of the Northwest 
mounted police has addressed to the 
press from his headquarters at Vancou- 
ver, couched in very similar tonus, us 
.Will 1m- seen. This letter reads: 

" Northwest Mounted Police. 
" Vancouver, April 13, 1899. 

" Dear Sir,— I have been requested by 
the deputy minister of the department 
of the interior to notify you that an or- 
der has been passed prohibiting the im- 
portation of liquor into the Yukon Terri- 
tory for the present. This action has 
the effect of cancelling any permit issued 
upon which no liquor has been taken in 
Up to the present time, except permits 
issued direct by the department for 
liquor for personal use. All persons 
who have received permits or contem- 
plate taking liquor into the Yukon Terri- 
tory take note of this order. 

" Will you kindly insert a notice of 
this in your paper. 

" I am, sir, your obedient servant, 
" A. BARNARD PERKY. 

'• Superintendent." 
The Editor the Victoria Colonist, Vic- 
toria. 

Prom these documents it is apparent 
that the government intends not to rec- 
ognize existing licenses, save those that 
nave been procured direct from the de- 
part at Ottawa, applying to liquor in- 
tended "for personal use"— as in the 
Northwest Territories— which means 
something in less quantity than twenty 
gallons. 

It is also taken from these instructions 
Uint the duly of the Collector will be to 
hold up liquors in transit, under permit, 
at the boundary line, which is a very 
serious matter inasmuch as some .?2">,- 
000 worth of wet goods are now on the 
road from this city alone, consigned to 
Dawson. 

In the event of these goods being ar- 
rested at the British Columbia boundary 
it is an interesting question as to who 
will be the loser — for some one must lose 
to a very appreciable extent. A case in 
point presents itself in the matter of one 
order of about $20,000 worth of goods 
bought here from a single firm for a com- 
pany of which "Big Alec." MacDonald 
is at the head. 

Should these goods be refused entry, 
will the shippers be compelled to bear 
the heavy loss, the consignees naturally 
declining to pay for undelivered goods, or 
•will the burden of loss fall upon those 
who made the purchase in good faith 
upon the right contained in their permit — 
a contract in reality entered into with 
the government? 

As In the order itself, opinions differ 
as widely as to its interpretation:;. Some 
look upon it as a late attempt on the 
part of the government to escape further 
criticism on its Yukon management, 
while others again see in il a desire to 
go still further toward centralizing power 
at Ottawa where ii can be "worked" to 
the fulllest advantage of the ministry. 

In any event il presents a very knotty 
problem for the Collector and his offler-rs, 
who have of course no optioin bill to do 
their best toward holding up ill the pro- 
vincial boundary all in-bound liquors sent 
forward to Dawson under permit. 

And further, il creates a very profit- 
able monopoly for those who have nl- 
ready got their liquors through to the 
Klondike. 

In connection with the question, the 
Colonist's Ottawa correspondent throws 
little light, upon the situation in n des- 
patch of last evening, which reads as 
follows: 

"The statement sent broadcast that the 
government bad adopted the policy of 
prohibition in the Yukon is absolutely 
without foundation. All that; has been 
done is to place the issuing of liquor 
permits entirely in the hands of Commis- 
si r Ogilvie."

Canadian Lumber Excluded Be- 
cause Ontario Keeps Her 
Logs at Home. 



American Owners of Limits 
Complain of Breach of 
Faith. 



By Associated Press. 

Washington, April 14.— A crisis is said 
to have been reached in the controversy 
between the American owners of Cana 
dian lumber in the province or Ontario 
and the government of that province 
which recently passed an act prohibit 
ing the exportation of all logs. The 
Ontario officials have so construed this 
act as to apply it to all timber purchased 
and paid for by Americans prior to tin 
passage of the act. The retroactive 
effect of this legislation, if maintained 
il is stated will render worthless largt 
holdings of Canadian stumpage pur 
chased by Americans from the crown 
lands department of Ontario, and alsi 
prevent the operation of extensive saw- 
mills erected on the American side 
which have no other source of supply 
than the Canadian timber referred to. 

When these conditions became known 
to the American timber owners they 
memorialized the government of the 
United States to seek reparation from 
(ireat Britain, as the United States has 
no diplomatic relations with the Do- 
minion of Canada. The matter was 
referred to the joint high commission, 
but that body having taken no action, 
a committee of timber owners, headed 
by ex-Governor Kich, came to Wash- 
ington a few days before the commission 
dissolved and asked the secretary of the 
treasury to impose the retaliatory 
clause of the Dingley act, which pro- 
vided in substance that in case the 
Canadian government placed an export 
duty on logs the secretary of the treas- 
ury would be authorized to increase by 
that amount the tariff on Canadian lum- 
ber. 

After careful consideration and con- 
ferences with the secretary and repre- 
sentatives of American owners of Cana- 
dian lumber, it was stated that a conclu- 
sion had been practically arrived at by 
Secretary Gage to apply the retaliatory 
clause ot the Dingley act forthwith, in 
default of an assurance from the Cana- 
dian government that the provincial 
^uvccuiuuiit obull be instructed not to 
prevent the exportation of logs purchased 
and paid for by Americans prior to the 
passage of the act. 

Whether this retaliation will go to 
the extent of prohibiting altogether the 
exportation of Canadian lumber, or 
whether a duty will be imposed which 
would be prohibitory in its effect, has 
not yet been determined. 



A GOVERNOR'S GREAT MISTAKE.

A rather smaller meeting than usual 
of the Committee of Fifty was held 
last evening in the council chamber at 
the City hall to consider the report of the 
railway committee on the proposition of 
the Port Angeles Eastern Railway Com- 
pany. The report follows: 

Victoria, April 13, 1800. 
To the Committee of Fifty: 

Gentlemen,— Your sub-committee No. 
duly met on the evening of the 1Kb Inst, 
to consider the proposition made by the 
l'ort. Angeles Eastern Railway Company, 
and desire to report that we are favorably 
Impressed with their proposal and hereby 
endorse t lie undertaking of a transconti- 
nental connection via Angeles, and that 
your committee are using active slops to 
acquire Information that will lead to the 
securing of suitable terminal grounds, u 11(1 
hope to be In a position to report favorably 
ill the Uexl meeting of this committee. 

The officials of the l'ort Angeles East- 
ern Railway Company express their willing- 
ness to come here and meet the Committee 
of Fifty to explain and give any Informa- 
tion they might require as to their financial 
standing anil ability to construct the rnud 
and ull matters generally appertaining to 
the Port Augelcs Eastern railway. 
Respectfully submitted, 

N. SHAKESPEARE), 
Chairman Committee No. 5. 

Mr. X. Shakespeare moved, seconded 
by Mr. W. Morris, that the report be 
adopted. Both gentlemen spoke of the 
great importance of Victoria securing 
railway connection, and considered the 
present proposition a most opportune 
one. 

Aid. Williams was very favorably im- 
pressed with the l'ort Angeles Eastern 
railway proposal. If the city secured 
the connection proposed he believed the 
C .1'. K. would see the necessity of giv- 
ing the city closer connection with their 
line. It was out of the question for a 
city to prosper without railway con- 
nection and he felt that once connected 
with l'ort Angeles it would not be long 
before the city was the terminus of three 
transcontinental railways. 

Mr. C. E. Itenouf thought the discus- 
sion should be deferred until a definite 
proposition had been presented, until 
the railway promoters stated just exact- 
ly what they wanted. 

Mr. Shakespeare contended that the 
proposal was the most straightforward 
that had been laid before the citizens of 
Victoria. 

Aid. Williams said the report should 
be adopted. It was just a preliminary 
report, u sort of a feeler to lltid out if 
the citizens wanted railway connection. 

Mr. George Powell said the C. P. R. 
wanted Victoria's trade but would not 
come nearer than Vancouver. The Port 
Angeles scheme gave Victorians an op- 
portunity to secure closer connection. 

Mr. T. W. Paterson pointed out that 
in an interview the promoters of the 
Port Angeles Eastern railway had said 
they would want Victnrin to guarantee 
the interest on the bonds for their ferry. 
He would oppose thin as there was no 
ferry carrying the freight of one road 
that would pay. To pay a ferry would 
have to make connnections that would 
handle nil the freight for Victoria. The 
scheme to build the railway was not a 
business one. Of course if it was not 
going to cost the citizens anything there 
would be no harm in endorsing it. A far 
better scheme he held would be for the 
citizens to own and control a ferry that 
would connect. 

AM Williams held thai Mr. I'aterson's 
arguments were old ones. They were 
used against the construction of the C. 
P. K., the people at that time being will- 
ing to bet anything that the 0. P. R 
would never be built. 

The Alderman made n remark about 
paying his share of the interest on the 
bonds of "Mr. Paterson's railway," 
which brought Mr. Paterson to his feet 
with the question: "Why do you call that 
my railway?" 

Aid. "Williams could not answer and 
Mr. Paterson went on to explain that 
when the citizens of Victoria passed the 
by-law to guarantee the interest on the 
bonds of the Victoria & Sidney railway 
he was not in the city and had no inter- 
est in the railway. Had he been here 
he would have voted against the by-law 
unless it included the whole scheme. 

Alii. Williams did not wish to depre- 
cate the V. & S. railway. It was the 
best institution Victoria had and he was 
glad that he had to pay his share of the 
interest on the bonds. 

Continuing Mr. Paterson said the Port 
Angeles scheme was very different to the 
C. P. R. There was no guarantee that 
the proposed railway would carry either 
the Great Northern or Northern Pacific 
cars. Both roads would have to send 
their curs 150 miles around to make the 
necessary connections and if they could 
send their goods over :is cheaply by 
steamer, they would mil patronize the 
ferry. Tie- ferry boats would uol be 
kept busy and no railway company 
would operate a ferry at a loss. As lo 
the Victoria «Sr Sidney, if n ferry was 
run from its terminus at Sidney lo sfcme 
point on the Mainland within easy ac- 
cess of all the transcontinental mads, 
Victoria would not long have lo pay the 
interest on the bonds. lie would like 
the chairman of the railway committee 
to state whether the promoters of the 
Port Angeles scheme had asked for a 
money consideration. 

Mr. Shakespeare said they had men- 
tioned it. II was not to be supposed that 
they would build steamers and wharves 
without some assist a nee. He believed 
Unit they would ask for straight finan- 
cial aid. 

Mr. Paterson — Mr. Lehman who claim- 
ed to be the accredited representative of 
the company, asked for more than it 
would cost to build the steamers and 
wharves. 

Mr. Shakespeare— This is a different 
eompn ny, 

It being explained thai the adoption of 
the report would not commit the com- 
mittee' to anything, that course was 
taken: 

It was moved, seconded and carried 
that the promoters be invited to visit 
Victoria and state their case. 

Mr. E. Bragg asked if the railway 
committee had any information in res- 
pect to the proposed extension or the 
Island railway. 

Mr. Shnkespeare sajd the committee 
bad waited on Mr. Dunsmuir and that 
gentleman hod said that he did not want 
to have anything to do witli the scheme. 
When asked if he would become a mem- 



ber of an indenondent company he had 
replied that he "might. 

Mr. Bragg — Mr. Dunsmuir said last 
year that he had the scheme worked out 
on paper and would do all he couid to 
further it. 

Aid. Williams explained that Mr. 
Dunsmuir was a very busy man at 
present. He was in Ottawa in connec- 
tion with the Indian reserve and other 
matters and he was sure that Victorians 
would not be able to complain about 
what Mr. Dunsmuir would do respecting 
railway extension and closer connection 
with the transcontinental systems. 

Mr. Honour said as he understood it 
Mr. Dunsmuir had asked for a subsidy 
for the extention of the E. & N. railway 
hut the former Dominion government 
would only grant it. on the consideration 
that he gave up certain coal rights. This 
he would not do.

LIQUOR PERMITS IX THE YUKON 

Collector Milne received on Thursday 
i lie following despatch from Ottawa: 
Ottawa, April, 13th, 1899. 
A . It. Milne. Victoria, B.C. 

Order has been passed prohibiting im- 
portation of liquor into Yukon territory 
for the present. Advise all persons who 
have received permits or contemplate 
-taking liquor into that territory accord- 
ingly nnd also in form the press. This 
action has the effect of cancelling any 
permit issued upon which new liquor has 
been taken in up to the present time ex- 
cept permits issued direct, by the depart- 
ment for liquor for personal use.

To say that much surprise was ex- 
pressed when the contents of this tele- 
gram became known from the summary 
of it printed in yesterday's Colonist is 
to state the ease mildly. The first ques- 
tion asked by every one was as to what 
may be expected next, for it is clear that, 
such an order cannot lie final. Under 
it no more liquor can be taken into the 
Yukon except small quantities intended 
for personal use. Such an arrangement, 
cannot stand. No matter how much any 
one may be opposed to the use and sale 
of Intoxicating liquors, he will not pre- 
tend that there is any use in attempting 
to force prohibition upon the Yukon. 
The best opinion seems to he that the 
government, contemplates the imposition 
of a special duty upon all liquor taken 
into the Yukon and perhaps also to ex- 
act a high license fee from persons sell- 
ing it, l«nvinir the importation open to 
any one who wishes to send liquor north. 

There is of course the usual suspicion 
of favoritism. Undoubtedly the order 
will have the immediate effect of in- 
creasing the price of afl liquor now in 
the Y«kon country, most of it is probably 
held by friends of the government, and 
the order will put a kooiI many dollars in 
their pockets. Perhaps the Minister of 
the Interior has not intended to do his 
friends a good turn, but he has succeeded 
in doing so, and they will take the deed 
for the will. 



Till; RITUALISTIC CONTROVERSY 

Some time ago the Colonist informed a 
correspondent, that it did not feel like 
opening its columns to controversial let- 
ters touching upon the "Crisis in the 
'Church,*' as it is generally called in the 
rSnglish press, but expressed the opinion 
tha it would be difficult to refrain from 
devoting considerable space to the mat- 
ler from a news standpoint. We under- 
stand that, some people arc of the opinion 
that such mailers are not proper for 
consideration in secular papers. Some 
go so far as to think they are only the 
private concern of persons connected 
with the Anglican communion. We shall 
endeavor to make clear the position of 
the Colonist in this regard. 

So far ns Ibis community is concerned, 
owing to the fact that all the churches of 
all denominations depend chiefly for their 
support upon the voluntary subscriptions 
of their adherents, it is n mutter between 
the clergyman and his congregation how 
he shall conduct the sen-ices. The 
clergyman is of course responsible to 
the governing body of his particular de- 
nomination; but In the very great major- 
ity of cases any questions arising out of 
the manner of conducting services are 
not subjects for public' discussion. 
'Whether they are matters of news de- 
pends wholly upon I heir importance. In 
regard to controversies over the form of 
public worship in the Church of England 
in England, where il is established by 
law, the ease is very different nnd every 
man in the Empire is to a certain ex- 
tent concerned in them. It Is impossible 
to separate the history of the Church 
of England from the history of England 
itself. The church establishment is so 
interwoven, with the whole social and po- 
litical fabric in England that whatever 
affects it in nay considerable degree must 
be of deep interest to Englishmen every- 
where.--'- 1 

"The . Crisis in tht Church" is one of 
the most interesting and- important 



movements now in progress, and it is 
utterly hopeless for any one to think the 
discussion of it can be confined to mem- 
bers of the Anglican communion. At 
the same time the Colonist does not in- 
tend to open its columns to controver- 
eial correspondence on the subject. It 
proposes to treat it wholly as a matter 
Of news, keeping its readers informed 
us best it can as to what is being said 
and done by those most prominent in con- 
nection therewith, or best able to ex- 
press opinions in regard to it, quite ir- 
respective of what side of the question 
may appear to have the best of it. 



THE CITY ENGINEER. 

The matter of the city engineer has 
entered upon a new phase. Mr. Smith 
is willing to come, but he wants some 
sort of guarantee lint his position will be 
permanent and is understood to ask for 
wider powers than his predecessor en- 
joyed. While Mr. Smith or any one 
else who takes the office is reasonably 
sure of being treated decently by the city 
authorities, no one will be surprised at 
the report to the effect that the Canadian 
Society of Engineers has advised all its 
members to insist upon something of this 
nature. The treatment accorded Mr. 
Wilmot was indefensible. For eight 
years lie had served the city faithfully. 
There were no charges of any kind 
against him. Of course there were some 
complaints. N'o man ever lived who 
could discharge the duties of an office 
so as not to have any one complaining, 
but we think it may be truthfully said 
of Mr. Wilmot that he gave general sat- 
isfaction under very trying circum- 
stances. His chief fault was his desire 
not tn antagonize members of the coun- 
cil. Probably if he had been more self- 
assertive he would be in office to-day. 
His dismissal, or rather the summary 
and positively indecent manner of his 
dismissal, is bearing its legitimate fruit 



STREET NUISANCES. 

It seems rather odd that in framing the 
city by-law under which contractors are 
permitted to erect temporary structures 
upon the street, no provision was made 
for a penalty for non-removal after the 
limit fixed by the by-law. We think 
however, that such structures come 
under the head of nuisances, and can be 
abated at any time, the person respons- 
ible for them being liable under the gen- 
eral criminal code. Section 191 of the 
Criminal Code of 1892 defines a nuis- 
ance as an unlawful act or failure to 
discharge a legal duty "which act of 
omission endangers the lives, safety, 
health, property or comfort of the pub- 
lic, or by which the people are obstructed 
in the exercise or enjoyment of any 
right common to all Her Majesty's sub- 
jects." The penalty prescribed is one 
year's imprisonment, and fine. It is very 
(dear that a person who omits to remove 
from the streets a structure or any other 
thing in the nature of an obstruction 
after the expiration of the period during 
which the city by-law permits him to 
leave it there, he comes within this sec- 
tion and may be indicted, and on con 
viction be fined or imprisoned or both 
We make this reference because the Col-, 
oaist has been told in legnrd to its call 
for a general cleaning up of the city that 
the by-law was inoperative for lack of a 
penalty. 

A SUGGESTION FOE THE 24TEL 

Last year when our Seattle neighbors 
celebrated the Fourth oi Julj Uiejj in 
vited the Fifth regiment, to visit them 
and gave them a glorious reception. We 
suggest that the compliment should be 
returned by Victoria and that the mili- 
tia companies of Seattle, officially known 
as the National Guard, shall be asked 
to spend the Queen's Birthday with u 
anil take part in the review and sham 
fight. There is a probability that the 
battleship Iowa may be on the Sound at 
that time, as she is to go into the Port 
Orchard dry-dock. We suggest that a 
letter should lie forwarded to her 
commander, asking him to bring his 
vessel over if he can ami help us havi 
a sort of international merry-making 
There may be points of difference be- 
tween us and our neighbors, but they 
are scarcely less enthusiastic than we in 
the regard in which they hold Her Most 
Gracious Majesty. They know that 
there never has been a critical hour in 
their history, during the more than sixty 
years of her reign, when her sympathy 
and moral support have not gone out to 
their nation, and there is not an Ameri- 
can citizen worthy of the name, who 
will not join with heart a ml voice in 
singing "God Save the Queen." 

May we be permitted to remark that 
our large and esteemed contemporaries, 
the Mail and Empire and the Globe, are 
dealing with the Yukon charges in a 
manner scarcely consistent with the Im- 
portance of the questions at issue. These 
charges are not matters for jest, and 
yet these two papers perpetrate from two 
to six alleged humorous paragraphs 
alvout them daily. This sort of thing 
dulls public opinion. It is a poor imita- 
tion of American party journalism, and 
it really isn't funny. 



The United States force in the Philip- 
pines seem likely to be put to serious 
trouble by reason of the lack of men. 
Tin. losses have been large, including 
killed and wounded, while there are a 
very great many men in hospital. The 
work of subduing the Filipinos is heavier 
than the United States government 
seems to have anticipated, and the force 
sent is not large enough for operations 
over such an extensive and much divided 
territory. 

Mr. Mackenzie, of Mackenzie & Mann, 
is a staunch advocate of the Hudson's 
Buy route. Mr. Mackenzie is nothing 
if not practical in his way of looking at 
thingH, and his opinion will carry great 
wl'ight. ... . 



COL. PRIOR'S SPEECH. 

Victorians will be glad to read Col. 
Prior's protest against the sacrifice of 
the sealing industry for any money con- 
sideration. Our rights upon the high 
seas are ours in trust for generations to 
come after us. They will sympathize 
with in his protest against the use of the 
French flag, though only in a semi-official 
way, by a member of the cabinet, and 
this does not imply any hostility to their 
French fellow-subjects. 

Col. Prior very neatly described Mr. 
Sifton's speech on the Yukon charges as 
intended rather for the party than the 
country. The minister seemed to he more 
desirous of excusing himself to his 
friends than in defending his course to 
the public. As Col. Prior pointed out, 
in spite of all denials the fact remains 
that the administration of the Yukon 
gave rise to great scandal. In regard 
to the postal service, our representative's 
remarks will be endorsed by every one 
in a position to know anything on the 
subject. 

Col. Trior's speech appears from the 
summary printed this morning to have 
been directly to the point and very ef- 
fective. All Victorians know that he has 
not been disposed to take an extreme 
partisan view of the conditions of things 
at Dawson. His experience in the West 
peculiarly fits him to form aa indepen- 
dent judgment on the question, and his 
well known strong sense of fair play 
would lead him to act justly even by 
those to whom he is politically opposed. 

PASSING COMMENT. 

The Vancouver World claims to have 
inside information that Vancouver 
Island will lose a representative under 
the proposed redistribution bill. Per- 
haps it is well to await something more 
definite than this before taking action, 
but at some stage the people of Victoria 
ought to do what they can to strengthen 
the hands of their representatives in 
protesting against this action. 

There is no truth whatever in the re- 
port which the Times is so busily circu- 
lating about the alleged intention of Sir 
Ilibbert Tapper to enter British Colum- 
bia politics and organize the opposition 
party on Conservative lines. If Sir 
Hibbert Tapper could see his way clear 
to take up provincial politics, there are 
several constituencies that would Ik 
glad to elect him, and if he should ast 
sumo the position of leader of the opposi- 
tion, he would not lack Liberal support. 

We are not often able to agree with 
the Province, but when it calls out for a 
purification of Chinatown, we endorse 
what it says, although its reference i 
to Vancouver and ours to Victoria. Tb 
Chinese are with us and play their part 
in the community. As things are 
would be difficult to get aloug without 
them, although if they could be got rid 
of, matters would adjust themselves, to 
the changed conditions after a time. 
But being here, it is not right that they 
should be permitted to make any quarter 
of the city offensive to the eye and the 
nostrils and dangerous to the health. 

The Times thinks the position of the 
Colonist in regard to the E. it X. rail- 
way nnd the Songhces reserve is " some 
what painful." Perhaps it is, but we 
have yet failed to realize il. The effort 
of the Times has been to create the im- 
pression that the company was having 
difficulty with the government in refer- 
"iw... to the occupation by the E. & X. 
company of a portion of the reserve, 
and all that the Colonist has undertaken 
to do has been to show that no difficulty 
of any kind exists^ hut that a common- 
sense and business-like method has been 
adopted of determining the open ques- 
tion between them. So far as the occu- 
pation of the reserve is concerned, the 
Colonist has not the least hesitation in 
saying that it would be very glad indeed 
if a portion of it could be utilized in 
providing the city with terminal facili- 
ties better than those now enjoyed. It 
may be a crime to hold such views. It 
may he the correct thing to wage war 
upon everybody and everything calcu- 
lated to benefit the community, but the 
Colonist does not think so. 

The Columbian asks the Colonist to 
confirm its statement that: it would be 
an infraction of the constitution of the 
United Slates for the President to visit 
a foreign country during his term of 
office. We thought, this matter was 
better understood by the newspapers, 
because it has been frequently discussed. 
As was mentioned in the Colonist a 
day or two ago, the constitution i* 
silent on the subject. It never occurred 
to any one that there was no provision 
as to what should be done in the ab- 
sence of the President beyond the bound- 
aries of the United States, until PreBi 
dent Grant set out to visit St. John oi 
the occasion of the opening of the rail- 
way from that city to Bangor, Me., 
when some ingenious fellow suggestci 
that he would forfeit the presidency if 
he stepped across the border, and he did 
not. Since then it has been accepted 
as very unsafe, to say the least, for a 
president to leave the country. Presi- 
dent McKlnley probably could not 
safely go to Alaska.

City Council Refuse to Make 
the Bargain Asked by 
Mr. Smith. 



It is not nt all likely that Mr. Cecil 
B. Smith, assistant engineer of the city 
of Toronto, will become the city engineer 
of Victoria; in fact it looks now as 
though there will be some difficulty in 
getting an Eastern man to take the posi- 
tion — that is unless the council are pre- 
pared to enter into certain agreements, 
which they are not likely to do- For 
judging from a telegram received yester- 
day from Mr. Smith, engineers of stand- 
ing in the Dominion have lost confidence 
in the city council of Victoria. On 
Thursdny, il will be remembered, th 
city council mot In secret session and 
appointed Mr. Smith to the position from 
which Mr. Wilmot was so unceremoni- 
ously ousted. Mr. Smith had evidently 
heard of the treatment accorded his 
fellow engineer, for his reply to the tele- 
gram stating that he had been appointed 
was in the form of an enquiry. lie 
wanted to know for how long the posi- 
tion would be guaranteed him; whether 
the city would pay his expenses from 
Toronto to Victoria, and whether he 
would have the right to engage and dis- 
charge his assistants. 

The council met at noon yesterday to 
consider this answer. It was a star 
chamber session, and the mayor and 
aldermen were reticent as to what took 
place. However, these things will leak 
out, and it is understood that in the first 
place those aldermen who opposed the 
dismissal of .Mr. Wilmot had some fun 
with their colleagues. It was moved 
and seconded that a reply he sent to Mr. 
Smith, stating that the city would not 
bear the expense of his trip from To- 
ronto to Victoria; that officials of the 
corporation held office at the pleasure of 
the council, but that. Mr. Wilmot had 
been city engineer for eight years. 

One alderman wanted to add as an 
addenda to the motion "and was dis- 
charged without reasonable cause." 

To this the council would not agree, 
and the original motion was carried nnd 
Mr. Smith notified of the decision. 

An engineer stated yesterday that 
members of the Canadian Institute had 
been advised not to accept the position 
without some such guarantee as that 
asked for by Mr. Smith.

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AROUND THE COURTS. 

A Number of Friendly Suits- Heard 
Yesterday— Cannessa v. Nichol. 

Reference cases, or what laymen gen- 
erally term friendly suits, had quite an 
innings in the Supreme court yesterday, 
there being no less than three of them. 
The first was that of McKilligan & 
Elliott, as executors of the estate of 
the late Chief Justice Davie, vs. Bos- 
cowitz, in which they sought an order 
for the payment, to them of $5,000 law- 
costs in the famous Boscowitz- Warren 
ease, which was settled out of court a 
few days ago, after having been in litiga- 
tion for ten years. The order was made 
by consent, Mr. Boscowitz simply want- 
ing an order of the court as to whom he 
should pay the money. Mr. Davie pre- 
vious to his appointment as Chief Jus- 
tice was counsel for Mr. Boscowitz. 

"\V'"''!!nu v« Tbnrirs et al. was simply 
an application for an order in reference 
to the deeds of some lots, which had 
been mislaid. 

Collister vs. Hibben <t Co. was a 
reference to decide how a certain article 
of a partnership agreement should be 
interpreted, the plaintiff being tin? exeein- 
trix of the estate of the late C. Kainerer, 
who was a partner in the business. 
Ever since Mr. Kamera's death there has 
been correspondence as to the dissolu- 
tion of the partnership, hut on one clause 
of the agreement the parties could not 
agree. 

An application was made to Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin to discharge from custody 
the plaintiff in Cannessa vs. Nichol, who 
was committed for refusing to sign Mr- 
tain documents when ordered to do so 
by the court. The application was re- 
fused. Cannessa has declared that he 
will not sign the documents, and if he 
sticks to this declaration he will prob- 
ably have to remain in custody until a 
certain time has elapsed, when the court 
will sign for him. 

It is expected thai Mr. Justice Drake 
will leave for Nanaimo on Tuesday to 
take the spring assizes in that city.

Ottawa, April (!.— Though my roses 
were coming into leaf when I ieft the 
Coast, I have -passed since then into an 
almost Arctic region. Snow slides threat- 
ened on the line; at Winnipeg -he tem- 
perature was oelow zero; five feet of ice 
was reported on the river and the Douko- 
hobors, in their Russian shoubas of 
sheepskin, looked absolutely in keeping 
with the country which reminded me 
forcibly of Central Russia. But in no 
place was the frost so severe as it ai>- 
pears to be upon the treasury benches at 
Ottawa. 

Of the Doukhobors whom I visited iu 
Winnipeg and knew years ago iu the 
Caucasus. 1 shall take occasion to write 
you presently, as any alteration in the 
breed of a country to which Canada is 
already indebted for such distinguished 
men as the Hon. Mr. Joseph Martin and 
his friend, the lion. Mr. Sifton, cannot 
but be of grave moment to us. 

The pamphlets issued about these 
Doukhobors contain much that is true 
and encouraging but there are points in 
the history of these people and tenets in 
their faith, which are deserving of con- 
sideration by the immigration depart- 
ment, and these have still to bo consid- 
ered. We do want men for instance, 
who are willing to bear arms for their 
country and women who will bear chil- 
dren for Canada. 

lint for the moment I must leave the 
Doukhobors and turn to the great fight 
which has just been practically finished 
by the extremely able speech of Mr. 
Bordei of Halifax. It is true that an 
admired after-dinner speaker the same 
Mr. Duncan Frnser who sometime 
threatened to become Chief Justice of 
British Columbia, is probably at this 
moment amusing the house. But Sir 
Charles Hihbert Tupper has spoken, the 
Hon. Mr. Sifton lias attempted to de- 
fend himself, and Mr. Borden has put 
the finishing touch to the ruin of such 
reputation as Hie Minister of the Inter- 
ior had left at the opening of the ses- 
sion. 

I am well aware that important 
speeches have been made this session be- 
fore the subject of the Yukon scandals 
was reached, but I venture to think that 
the abuse of the leader of the opposition 
by the silver-tongued Premier will only 
pain Canadians who have hitherto united 
iu admiring the temper and courtesy of 
one, who apart from all political ques- 
tions, is undoubtedly amongst the most, 
attractive figures in Canadian political 
life. Nor do I think that British Colum- 
bia will be particularly interested to hear 
how the son of the old leader sustained 



his father. We know the breed. The 
father's history is part of the history of 
the Dominion and we are beginning to 
know the son of our own knowledge. 

Sir Wilfrid in a moment of heat was 
pleased to belittle his formidable oppon- 
ent. He was answered by the words of 
his own colleague, the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, who said of Sir Charles 
in 1SSS that "he was a capable resolute 
mnn who had deserved exceedingly well 
of his party. There can be no doubt 
that he saved them in 1887." It was 
M!!e£Pd thBt Sir Charles supplied "the 
wind*' for his party and his son coun- 
tered neatly with the suggestion that the 
wind, the propelling power of the ship 
of state, was of more importance to It 
than its figure head, however ornamental 
that might be. The Grits were pleased 
to twit Ihc Conservatives on the loyalty 
of their party to the Empire and upon 
the loyalty of the young Sir Charles to 
his father and leader. This charge is 
unique in the history of this particular 
debate because it was the only one which 
the Grits managed to drive home and it 
must be admitted that if such loyalty 
be a bad thing then are the Conserva- 
tives in a bad ease for there is plenty of 
it in the party. 

But this is only the by-play of the 
battle which really began after the 
recess on March 30, the casus belli being 
the Yukon scandals, and I would pause 
here for a moment to call the attention 
of the West to the enormous importance 
of this, the first brief which "our Sir 
Charles," if I may so call him, lias held 
for us since his arrival in British Co- 
lumbia. 

If we are anything we are the mining 
province of the Dominion. It is pri- 
marily upon our miners and pioneers that, 
the world's eyes are fixed. They are 
and have been our pride and our revenue 
producers, and the brief Sir Charles Hib- 
j bert held was for our miners and pio- 
neers against those who have oppressed 
them with unjust taxes, robbed them 
through corrupt officials and denied them 
any return in local improvements and 
sanitation for the enormous revenue 
! which they contributed Id the Dominion. 
I For, be it remembered, the men wdio 
'made Kootenay are foremost amongst 
the men who are developing the Yukon 
district, and that probably not a few of 
j those wdio helped to return Mr. Hewitt 
I Bostock to this house are now amonst 
I those who have suffered under the mal- 
administration of Mr. Bostock's friend, 
1 the Hon. Mr. Sifton. 

As I listened to the charges preferred 
! against. Mr. Sifton and his corrupt offic- 
ials 1 could not help wondering what 
"the boys" I knew in Kootenay and in 
the North would say if they could see 
[their representative cosily cuddled up 
I by Mr. Sifton's side whispering sweet, 
j nothings into the ear of that arch enemy 
of the mining industry. 

Now let: me clear the ground for the 
subject, of this letter by exposing first 
the unsuccessful attempt at sharp prac- 
tice made by the government party. 

It has been alleged that Sir Charles 
j Hibbert made his attack and then bolted 
I for the Coast to escape punishment. 
This is absurd on the face of it. The 
square-jawed resolute man we know is

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Otta-nai, Aptifl 0.— Ah the 'debate oo the 
address progresses, it Is evident that the 
ministerialists are uneasy at the vigorous 
attacks wbtch the opposition are making 
upon them. To-day's assault by Conserva- 
tive speakers were not less vigorous than 
preceding ones. There was a magnificent 
speech by Dr. Montague, full »f lire, con- 
vincing and eloquent. Liberal ministers 
and members quailed under his scathing 
criticism of broken pledges and forgotten 
promises. Dr. Montague's defence ot the 
Senate Will rank as one or bis best efforts', 
and the manner In which he scored the 
Premier will not soon be forgotten. Not 
less Interesting were the speeches of Col. 
Prior and Mr. John Boss -Robertson. -lne 
sulluut British Columbian was never beard 
to better advantage, and if Mr. Bifton 
■wanted specific charges of wrongdoin 
■the Yukon, he got them in the spec 
Col Trior. Mr. Robertson spoke li 
usual crisp and epigrammatic style, 
speech had the merit of- brevity, but t was 
full of good things, with a sturdy ring of 
Independence about it. Mr. heighten Mc- 
Carthy's maiden speech was In some re- 
spects a remarkable effort. He gave his 
views as to how the House of Commons 
should conduct Its proceedings, and admon- 
ished the members that they were not 
conducting themselves with sufficient dig- 
nity Nobody actually laughed at his per- 
formance, but the members ceased listening 
to him In n very few minutes, and when 
be went on to state his reasons for sup- 
porting the government, about the only 
man who was paying any attention to him 
was Sir Wilfrid Laurler, whose face wore 
an air of studious attention throughout 
the whole time that Mr. McCarthy was 
sneaking. Mr. Maxwell spoke long enough 
to make two bad breaks. He made use 
of improper language regarding the Senate, 
and was compelled to apologize. A little 
later he defended the -government's ex- 
travagant expenditures by saying that no 
man would try to -save money when he 
had lots of it. 

COL. PRIOB'S ADDRESS. 
Hon. B. G. Trior, on rising to resume 
the debate on the address, chaffed Mr. 
Praser, of GnysborougH- about his speech 
of Inst evening. Evidently the lion, gen- 
tleman knew he had a bad ease, as he put 
more vehemence thaip usual Into his mus- 
cular contortions. (Laughter.) Taking up 
the address, Col. Prior, pointed out that the 
government's contention that the exodus 
had ceased whs ioundatlonless. The true 
criterion In this matter was the statement 
of settlers' effects going out of the country. 
Last year the value of such effects was 
$870,000, wblc.h was very little less than 
the average for years past. Roftt-rlng to 
the commission at .Washington, Col. Prior 
said that while he -would like to see justice 
done. to the .sealers, ..he must emphatically 
protest against the government surrender- 
ing the rights of Canadians to seal or fish 
on the high seas. (Applause.) He com- 
mended the government for securing the 
services of such an able officer as Gen. 
Hotton. Lf ithc minister of militia asked 
parliament for n eum of money sufficient 
to ,put the iullltla force on a proper foot- 
ing, he was -satisfied the country would 
approve, (Cheers.) Certainly the minister 
codld count upon his support. Continuing, 
he denounced .Mr. Tarte for flying the 
French Hag on n .government yacht for 
the purpose of gaining, a little cheap popu- 
larity. The French flag, of course, was 
nil right in .Its proper place, but It had 
ao j,i n o„ on n boat belonging to the Can- j 1,1 tnc countrj 
adian government carrying a -.luixli-i of !»'« »» tl,olr ' 
the Crown an .official business. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

The defence -which Mr. Sifton had made 
of the Yukon administration seemed to 
have been directed to bis own party rather 
than to the country, and- some of the Lib- 
erals were evidently getting nervous before 
Mr. Sifton got through. From start to 
finish Mr. Sifton never > denied that there 
had been crookedness on the Yukon. All 
kinSs of clauses were offered, but the 
main fact was mover -'denied. (Conserva- 
tive applause.) He would like to ask 
Whether Mr. filfton had seen the son of 
Mr. Wgllvle, who wasenow In Ottawa? 

Mr. Sifton — I saw him for a few minutes, 
but got no Information 'from him. I under- 
stand he left Dawson i City before the in- 
vestigation opened. 

Col. Prior, continuing, said ii was evi- 
dent rthe government was beginning to get 
pretty well frightened, and' there was rea- 
son for their fright. The- talk about t do 
rush tbeing so large that it could not be 
handled was nonsense. 'There was al- 
most :as great a rush to Cariboo? la 
the HO-s, und there were- . no scanflals 
connected with H. <f Hear, t, hear. 1 There 
was no secrecy of irecords at Dawson to 
the man who went to the side door and 
paid a ifee. but the 'honest man had no 
chance. It was true -that things bnd chang- 
ed since Mr. OglWio went there, hut that 
did not excuse the government. So fai- 
ns he knew, there was no complaint against 
tlie Integrity of Mr. .Fnweelt personally, 
but there were hundreds of complaint* 
against the officials In his office, and It 
was plain that things were going on to 
which Mr. iFaweett should have put o Htop 
(Ilenr, hear.)

"You might ns well push a man Into Lake 
Ontario and tell me that ho was dry when 
you pulled him out, as to tell me that this 
respondeat, In the midst of such a seething 
mass of corruption, had no knowledge of 
these transactions." The speech of the 
minister of the Interior leaves me In the 
position of that Judge lu regard to these 
officials In the Yukon. (Hear, hear.) 1 
cannot for one moment believe that there 
could be so much smoke without some lire. 
(Cheers.) 

1 may say that I am thoroughly In 
sympathy with some phases of the gov- 
ernment's Yukon /policy. I believe In the 
principle of the royalty, and also in the 
1 1 eury that the Yukon should pay for 
the Yukon. (Government applause.) For 
that reason I opposed lust session the at- 
tempt that wns made to turn the Yukon 
over to Mackenzie and Mann. (Conserva- 
tive cheers and laughter.) The Imposition 
of royalty on tbe-gross output was a sound 
departure, but yet a departure, and the 
government should have been careful in 
the choice of agents. The minister of the 
interior was particularly careful; he seems 
to have treated the whole Yukon as a 
wrecked ship, to which he fastened all 
the barnacles to be found in Manitoba. 
(Loud cheers.) 

I am free to confess that at first I 
thought the appointment of Major Walsh 
as administrator- was a good one. I admit 
now that I was possibly mistaken, and 
yet I hope flint Major Walsh will be able 
to disprove the charges that have been 
made against him. It would be unjust to 
expect Mr. Sirton to make any examination 
in his choice - of men; his great mistake 
was in his settled policy of trying to blud- 
geon down every complaint that came from 
the Yukon. (Hear, hear,) I do not agree 
with Sir C TI. Tupper In condemning the 
activity of -the minister of the interior In 
the pursuit of the Miinltobu rascals who 
were charged with stuffing ballot boxes. 
The activity of Mr. Sifton towards the 
alleged raseifllty of his enemies In Manitoba 
Is in marked contrast with his apathy to- 
wards tin' alleged rascality of his friends 
in the Ynkon. (Cheers.) The demand for 
specific charges am! the names of com- 
plainants should, Iii my opinion, never have 
come from the bead of a department who 
is on trial. The men who were branded 
as cut-throats 'did not go to the Yukon to 
administer public affairs; they went there 
tii look after gold, and this government 
should not ask them ro stop looking for 
gold to prefer charges against evildoers 
lu the country's service at their own risk 
xpense. (Hear, hear.)

|.i any nf those men that complain. (Hear, 
hear.) The present government, through 
the mis-taken policy of Mr. Sirton, is Iden- 
tified with a corruption Unit has robbed 
men of their rights and of their money, 
and with a terrorism that would have rob- 
bed them of their character If they bad 
dared to mnke a complaint. (Hear, hear.) 
If there had been any unfairness done to 
officials In the Yukon, tin' blame rests 
entirely on 'he shoulders of the minister 
of the Interior for ii was his duty to move 
at the first whisper of '.wrongdoing. 

I agree with the ihon. gentlemen op- 
posite who think that It Is a fearful thing 
ti nt the Innocent should .in- accused, lint, 
sir, it Is just as deplorable thai the guilty 
should be shielded. (Cheers.) I do not

the house who are excusing the guilrv. 
1 inn much mistaken If the demand of 
riie country for the bmitli of ,a!l these 
proceedings In the Yukon can be suppress- 
ed by tlie tactics of the minister of the 
Interior. An Investigation conducted by 
the friends of Mr. Sifton under the con- 
trol of the minister may smt'hls followers— 
I atmilt that they are not as scarce as I 
would like to see them— (laughter)— but 
there is ;i public opinion which demands 
more than an Inquiry by Mr. William tlgil- 
vle, with limited powers. Such an Investi- 
gation miy be vory good ns far as It goes, 
but there is great need for tin inquiry svif- 
(Iclent 10 show the whole truth about tnc 
r-roceedhigs In the Yukon. Tlri« Inquiry, 
when It comes, should not stop short ml 
showing thow so many members of the 
Black Horse Cavalry from Manitoba got 
so very rich In n very short fine wi verj 
small salaries. (OppotWIon cheers.) 

I (inve n* more to say, Mr. Speaker, 
further than to express the hope Unit tins 
Investigation will be proceeded with, .-mil 
that Mie Yitkiin huslncsc will not be al- 
lowed to rest: until the whole truth is 
fully brought ont. (Loud .facers.)

much like the clients he bus been repre- 
senting. Ho is ic anything too maeh of 
a tighter. It. is born in him and bis 
friends when watching bim from the 
nailery are more anxious to hold him 
back by his coat tails than to egg him 
on. When his strong voice begins to ring 
through the bowse and his strong con- 
victions push him to the very verge of 
that Rubicon sot between the treasury 
benches and his own it is not retreat 
that bis friends fear. But besides this 
the -whole story is wilfully untrue. This 
is vhnt happened. You can read it for 
yourself in Hansard. It bad been ar- 
rauged between the party leaders that 
for the convenience of members who 
wanted to go away the debate upon 
March SO, should be adjourned at p.m. 

At that boor Sir Charles HibbeTt hud 
already made a long and excellent speech 
in the eonrse of which he had planted 
a number of telling blows upon such 
tender spots as the Washington fiasco 
for instance, and had just reached the 
Yukon scandals. His leader bade him 
hold hard. There was no time to deal 
with that subject. But the Grits thought 
they saw their chance; that our man 
could not stay another half hour, und 
that then they would have the Belli to 
themselves, so they broke their own 
arrangement, broke faith with the mem- 
bers of the bouse and hade Sir Charles 
Hibbert go on. 

This was the first of ninny holes which 
they tumbled into. They had forgotten 
that they had twitted the father about 
his wind; they had forgotten that wind 
means staying power and is a quality 
which is generally hereditary. The re- 
sult wjis that they let themselves in for 
about four hours of the most damaging 
attack nnder which any party ever wilt- 
ed. This was their fault, though for 
mv own part I would be inclined to con- 
gratulate the Hon. Mr. Sifton upon, his 
good luck in being able to reply in the 
absence of such an adversary. 

It is not easy to summarize the 
speeches of Sir Charles Hibbert (say 
seven hours), of the Hon. Mr. Sifton 
(say five hours) and of Mr. Borden 
(perhaps three hours), in the two letters 
which I mean to devote to them. But 
1 must try. 

Put, as briefly as possible, Sir Charles 
Hibbert charged that there had been 
gross maladministration in the Yukon; 
gross corruption, blackmailing and mal- 
feasance: Unit for this the Hon. Mr. 
Sifton wus primarily and personally re- 
siKMisible and that in consequence he 
<Sir Charles Hibbert Tapper) demanded 
••the' fullest, fairest, most impartial en- 
quiry" into the charges laid before the 
bouse by a coui mission composed of the 
very highest in the land, men as high 
as 'parliament itself, and this not for 
mere party's suke.. but to clear Canada's 
reputation in the eyes of the world and 
to restore that coutidcncc in her and her 
investments which the report of the Yu- 
kon scandals has so gravely shaken. He 
further charged that the commission now 
Bitting had not been appointed soon 
enough and he especially charged that 
that commission was utterly unsatisfac- 
tory and inefJlcient because it consisted 
of one man only and that man. (Mr. Ogil- 
vie) a connection, a subordinate and a 
paid official of the Hon. Mr, Sifton who, 
it is charged, is primarily responsible for 
that maladministration and corruption 
nno which ili« ._..ras;u.-.3:en ton* to en- 
quire, 

Mr. Ogilvie bus, in fact, been appointed 
1>y his chief and counsiu, the Hon. Mr. 
Sifton, to enquire into the alleged sins 
of the aforesaid chief and cousin and 
into the alleged gross malpractices of 
that chief's most intimate friend and as- 
sociate, Mr. If. C. Wade. 

Let ns describe our dramatis personne. 
Tbep rincipal defendant, the Hon. .Mr. 
Sifton, is minister of the interior; the 
next in importance amongst the accused 
is Mr. F. O. Wade, said to be an ex- 
tremely capable lawyer who has filled the 
onerous billets of Dominion land agent, 
crown prosecutor, recorder, etc., in the 
Yukon and has given up his remunera- 
tive practice in Manitoba for a life in the 
Arctic and ?2,f5O0 a year nnd pickings, 
and the judge appointed to try them is 
Mr. Ogilvie, admittedly an honest man 
but no lawyer with no judicial powers 
but bound by the strongest ties of self- 
interest and relationship to the defend- 
ant. 

Hoes this look like a Bquare deal? I 
leave the answer to the public; to our 
own men. in Kootenay and elsewhere 
who may not know much of law or poli- 
tics but who have plenty of common 
liorse sense, and out of this first ques- 
tion arises another and an equally ugly 
one. I will put it plainly. If the Hon. 
Mr. Sifton appointed his connection and 
subordinate t<> investigate the charge 
against himself anil his friend Wade, 
is not thai in itself tin' strongest pre- 
sumptive evidence of the Hon. Mr. Sif- 
ton'H own dishonesty? 

That is straight from Ihe shoulder, 
but 1 believe tin- public will say that 
it is an honest and fair blow, Lei me 
repeat it that there may lie no mistake. 

I r a man having poewr to appoint his 
own judge (a man charged with n grave 
offence) appoints us bis judge his own 
relation nnd subordinate, the presump- 
tion is that be does not want an un- 
biased verdict. The man who seeks n 
biased verdict is not honest. Did Mr. 
Sifton do fhiH? If he did is he honest? 
If be has been guilty of dishonesty to 
the detriment of the miner, might any 
honest government, ought any honest 
mnn, most of nil, ought any honest rep- 
resentntive of tile minors (of Kootenay, 
for instance), to support bim? 

So much for that part of my subject. 
To proceed to the particular charges 
that Sir ( 'diaries Hibbert made, they 
were, us nearly us I can remember, that, 
in the Yukon there had been under the 
present administration 111 bad regula- 
tions, imposts, tuxes nnd royalties 
which would make Oom Pan! blush; 
(2) flint the Hon. Mr. Sifton sent under- 
paid, inefficient and corrupt oflieials into 
the country': that there was favorit- 
ism in the issue of liquor permits, favor- 
itism in the grant of lands, favoritism in 
the letting of contracts, favoritism to- 
wards United States transportation 
companies, favoritism towards United 
States routes; (-1) that there was gross 
mismanagement of transportation; (5) 
that the official records were kept secret 
and that gross malpractices arose there- 



from; (G) that there was a neglect of 
necessary local improvements and of 
all sanitary precautions; and (7) thai 
after these charges bad been made, in- 
vestigation of them had been unduly 
delayed. 

With some of these charges 1 need 
not trouble my readers. To us on the 
Coast they lire known to be true as cer- 
tainly as are any of the ordinary facts 
of our lives, but 1 do not dismiss- them 
for that reason. I let them alone be- 
cause the Hon. Mr. Sifton very wisely 
left them alone. The charges of tuxes, 
imposts and royalties he left for another 
occasion. About the letting of contracts, 
as far lis my memory serves he said 
nothing at all. The charges of favorit- 
ism towards United States companies 
and United States routes are still un- 
answered. I am not going to insult the 
West by producing facts of which they 
have as* much knowledge as I have to 
support the charge against government 
transportation. The correspondent of 
the London Times as well as every other 
man who eouies out from Dawson, con- 
(irms file story of Dawson's want of 
sanitation and of local improvements. 
Et is not unlike the government in the 
Bast to drain t ho West of its revenue 
nud to give back less than cents for dol- 
lars, and the West will remember. 
There were those who in old days were 
bidden to make bricks without straw. 
Our miners are told to make millions 
for their masters, without roads or any 
of the sanitary precautions which have 
been found necessary to keep the laborer 
alive. Our fellows don't mind tackling 
an Arctic winter, snow slides, frost 
biles, darkness and possible starvation, 
for about one-half of what they can find 
for themselves (the other half going to 
the government), but they do kick a 
little at typhoid and unlicensed spolia- 
tion, and it was this kick to which Sir 
Charles Hibbert gave voice on this part 
of the charge, which is practically un- 
answered. We have now left the main 
charges of inefficiency and corruption. 

As so much stress has been laid by 
the defence (the government) upon the 
want of specific charges, I wish here to 
call attention to- the true view of the 
ease- What Sir Charles demanded was 
a competent commission, free from bins 
and above party influence. What he bad 
to show in order to justify his demand 
for this was a ease o'f suspicion strong 
enough to warrant a grand jury in con- 
sidering it. He bud not, he maintained, 
to make out n ease strong enough to 
convict, though many will agree that he 
did this. If he did not, Messrs. Borden 
nnd Col. Prior were surely specific 
enough. Besides, lie had abundant pre- 
cedent. As he showed very plainly, the 
present government appropriated the 
country's money before they hud any 
legal right to do so, to pay Pinkerton's 
detectives to enquire into the Manitoba 
election frauds, the justification for such 
enquiry being based upon mere suspicion, 
aroused by the indefinite statements of 
people whose mimes were not disclosed. 
This is n sorry story, but nnyone who 
doubts the bald statement, which want 
of space compels me lo be content with, 
can lind full corroboration ot it in the 
pages of Hansard. Mr. Howell, who 
had the conduct of the Manitoba case, 
wus instructed to " tish for evidence " 
with Pinkertou detectives, at an en- 
pense of $18,000 of the country's money, 
and did so fish, and caught one miser- 
able creature. That was in a case 
which told against the' present opposi- 
tion to the extent stated. Why, then, 
did not the Hon. Mr. Sifton go to the 
same expense and apply the same means 
to lisli lor vtidultcC which would Ml 
against himself and his own friends in 
the Yukon, and why does he object to 
the introduction of evidence in the 
Yukon case more conclusive than any lie 
possessed at the start in the Manitoba 
ease? But the evidence adduced by Sir 
Charles was conclusive enough. To be- 
gin with, he had the Dawson petition of 
August li.">, 1808, signed by thirteen 
reputable men representing a mass meet- 
ing of, it is suid, about 10,000 free 
miners. In it it is stated among other 
things that " the gold commissioner's 
oilice is practically closed to the miner 
who has not the means to bribe the 
clerks in order to obtain knowledge of 
the records, which ought to be public." 
And again: " Wholesale information 
with regard to unrecorded ground is con- 
veyed to certain individuals outside the 
ofllce, who obtain men to stake and 
record the ground, in consideration of 
an interest in the same, thereby defraud- 
ing the miner who cannot obtain cor- 
rect information by legitimate means." 
And again: '•The same gentleman 
(Crown Prosecutor Wade) in his capa- 
city as Dominion laud agent, is openly 
charged with serious breaches of trust 
and malfeasance in office, in that favor- 
itism has been shown to persons by 
whom he has boon retained as attorney, 
ill the letting of valuable franchises and 
leasing of government lands.'' Is not 
this sufficiently specific? Is not this 
document signed by representatives ap- 
pointed by lll,il(lll of the people valid 
enough ? 

Then there is the report of the London 
Times correspondent, which wo under- 
stand she refused lo amend. 

The lion. Mr. Sifton may dismiss the 
'limes with less courtesy and considera- 
tion than lie would have shown to the 
Victoria Times, but the calm, well- 
considered words of the greatest paper 
the world has ever known, nre read and 
believed by men who never heard of Mr. 
Sifton, and upon what the Times says 
linugs the reputation of any country, in 
the eyes of that very important and 
practical class, the moniod men of the 
world. 

The Times correspondent wrote that 
there was a widely prevalent conviction 
in Dawson that " not only the laws are 
bud, but that Ihe oflieials through which 
t hey an? administered are corrupt." Of 
her own knowledge she writes Unit "the 
unsanitary condition of Dawson, situat- 
ed as the town is upon a swamp and 
devoid of the most elementary provi- 
sions for cleanliness and health, is a 
standing menace to the community. 
Typhoid is permanent in the town; the 
death rate is abnormally high, und there 
are as yet no signs of any measure to 
be taken to avert the danger of n seri- 
ous outbreak of epidemic," und then she 
goes on to corroborate the statements in 
the miners' protest referred to above, in 
regard to blackmailing, secrecy of record, 
etc. 

Is this nothing? 

Then there are the signed statements 
of dipt. Cuiloll, of Mr. Woodford, M. I. 



C. B., an avowed opponent of the late 
government; the uncontradicted state- 
uiontf! published in the Nugget, a Daw- 
son paper, whose editor and manager is 
now here challenging investigation and 
prepared to submit sworn statements to 
a properly qualified tribunal, and several 
others, besides a muss of other state- 
ments made in writing, by men of posi- 
tion, representatives of important Eng- 
lish financial corporations and others, 
who have refrained from signing their 
statements, because having "us trustees 
for people in England " obtained inter- 
ests in mineral claims, .etc., they fear 
that "if the government of this country, 
of which .we know nothing, would re- 
tain in ofllce the unscrupulous scoundrels 
with whom they have had to deal; if 
they would support the men who have 
robbed us and tyrannized over us, who 
have acted in every respect dishonorably 
and corruptly, how can we know but 
that the government, with its despotic 
power over the regulations under which 
we hold our title, would by order-in- 
COUllcil embarrass us and rob us finally 
of all we hold?" 

It is wonderful, knowing what we 
know of the system of political terror- 
ism in vogue now under Grit, rule in 
Canada, that so many men have been 
found to risk their Interests, to expose 
a crime against the public, and it must 
be remembered that Sir Charles pledged 
Ills own honor (no trifle when you con- 
sider his present position und certain 
future), that these statements which he 
read were the statements of men who, 
after careful investigation, he had reason 
to believe, and did believe, were truth- 
ful, reliable men, and some of them men 
of high standing. Of the specific 
charges against Mr. Wade, Major SVnlsb 
and others I shall have something more 
to sny when Mr. Sifton is trying to 
shirk responsibility, or when Mr. Borden 
is driving the nails, one by one, into Mr. 
Sifton's political coflln; but for the 
present I content myself with asking 
whether upon the statements referred to, 
all containing corroboration of the 
charges of incapacity and corruption of 
officials in the Yukon, Sir Charles Tap- 
per has not made out an unanswerable 
argument for the appointment of such 
a commission as he demands, nnd proved 
conclusively that the commission now 
sitting is not one upon which Canada 
can he asked to rely? 

1 venture to think that the men I have 
had the pleasure of knowing in the West 
will appreciate and support the man who 
with n courage and strength like their 
own. has taken off the gloves to a ring 
of rascals such as the world has rarely 
seen, and done it, too, with rare dis- 
crimination, never questioning the hon- 
esty of Mr. Ogilvie nnd recognizing to 
the full the integrity and capacity of 
Senklcr, of Nelson, and the magnificent 
qualities of the soldierly Steele.

Reviewed— Commercial 
Museum.

At a Quarterly yenenil meeting- yes- 
terday afternoon the Britsih Columbia 
Board of Trade unanimously adopted n 
resolution offered by Mr. Herbert Outh- 
bert, which urges upon the government 
the desirability of not putting in force 
the legislation of last session prohibiting 
the employment of a miner iu under- 
ground workings for more than eight 
hours in any day. This, with the elec- 
tion of Messrs. A. B. Fruzer, B. Gordon, 
A. Brcnchley, A. S. Robertson, P. W. 
Vincent and 11. YV. Taskin to member- 
ship in the board constituted the only 
business of the meeting which was at- 
tended by :i meagre quorum only. 

The securing of the requisite fifteen 
members, indeed, exhausted the re- 
sources of the active secretary and the 
convenient telephone, and it was not 
until a quarter to four when the meeting 
— convened for three o'clock— was duly 
opened with the bare quorum of mem- 
bers present. Introducing the busine 
of the day, the president briefly reviewed 
the work of the council during the past 
quarter, treating of each subject in its 
order as follows: 

"Purchase of Gold.— The special com- 
mittee appointed at the previous quar 
terly general meeting waited upon the 
provincial government to ascertain what 
arrangements cilii be made for the pur 
chase of gold dust. The provincial gov 
eminent was unwilling to guarantee their 
assays and the purchase of gold dust by 
the government will not be considered 
A deputation from Vancouver had wait- 
ed upon the government upon a similar 
mission and it appeared not unlikely 
that permission to use the government 
assay stamp would be granted an 
suyer at Vancouver to be appointed by 
the bankers and merchants of that city 
The deputation from this hoard was as 
sured that any privileges granted Van- 
couver in this connection would also be 
extended to Victoria. 

'Tort Angeles Ferry.— The council re- 
ceived a deputation from Port Angeh 
representing the Port Angeles Eastern 
Bailwny Company and subsequently Mr, 
John Lehman submitted a proposition 
suggesting an independent company to 
establish and maintain a ferry between 
Port Angeles and this city, and the citi 
ens to pay a bonus to the railway com- 
pany for the privilege of getting the car 
landed here. Mr. Lehman was request 
ed to submit a proposition whereby th 
railway company will undertake to equip 
and maintain the ferry. He had not been 
beard from since. Subsequently, the 
board received from Mr. Atkinson a r 
quest to confer with your council and a 
meeting was arranged for accordingly 
at the time named by Mr. Atkinson 
At the time appointed about a dozen 
members of your council and other busi 
ness men met, but Mr. Atkinson did not 
keep his appointment, nor has any ex- 
planation or communication been receiv 
ed from him since that time. 

"Ferry With the Mainland.— The rail 
way committee of this board has sug 
gested that a ferry connecting the Is- 
land with the Mainland somewhere near 
the United States boundary would be 
more advantageous to Victoria than 
ferry to Port Angeles. This matter will 
be taken up in due course. 

"Pilotage.— The pilotage charge upon 
vessels entering Victoria have been un- 
der consideration but this matter is not 
yet disposed of. 

"Coasting Laws.— It has been consid- 
ered inopportune to suggest any chnnge 
in the suspending of the coasting laws 
whereby United States steamers can 
now call here for freight and passengers 
lor the northern country. 

"Alien Law — Your council endorsed the 
resolution of the Nelson hoard of trade 
by placing on record their opposition to 
legislation which will exclude aliens from 
owning quartz mines. 

"Paris Exhibition. — The council urged 
the local government to include in the 
estimates a sum sufficient to display the 
various industries of British Columbia 
at the Paris exhibition in such .a manner 
ns will do the province justice. 

"Placer Mining Act.— The council com- 
municated to the Hon. Minister of Mine; 
a request that provision may be made ii 
the Phicor Mining act to enable compan 
ies .already licensed in this province t.i 
bold free- miners' certificates without in- 
corporation under the Companies act. 

"Members of Parliament. — The coun- 
cil met tlie city representatives in the 
House of Commons and tin' Hun. Sena 
tor Xemplemuil before their deparUiri 
lor Ottawa and amongst other thing: 
impressed the necessity for continuing 
dredging in Victoria harbor; the ostnb 
lishmeut of a, mint; the suspension of 
the new fishery regulations, etc. 

"Technical Education. — The sugges- 
tion of the Ottawa board of trade that 
technical education he provided fhroilgl. 
out Canada by the Dominion government 
has been endorsed, and in the event of a 
convention being held in the Fast prior 
to presenting the matter to the govern- 
ment the members of this board who are 
now at Ottawa have been asked to rep- 
resent us."

Australia, 
China and Japan. These organizations 
confer with us In an advisory capacity, 
and Instruct us as far as practicable in 
the direction of a general development of 
International commerce and the removal 
of any trade disabilities between their coun- 
tries and the United States. 

This Institution Is; a public one, main- 
tained by the nation, state and city, it 
does not enter Into actual trade,, but builds 
up and strengthens business connections', 
reports opportunities, directs merchants to 
the beat manufacturers, nnd consumers 
to the beHt producers. It exhlbu the raw 
product* of other countries, analyzes them 
and refers them to the manufacturers.' 
Trade conditions everywhere are fully re- 
ported, and reputable bouses and business 
men nro recorded, their reference ftled and 



their names referred to the best manufae- 
turrs. 

As the work of the museum Is world-wide 
In ItB iutluence, It Is Imperative that we 
consult the best business interests every- 
where. This necessity had led to the for- 
mation of our International advisory board. 
Membership on this board will bring your 
board no obligations, but will enable you 
to Ideutlfy yourself with a movement de- 
signed for the general good of business. 
By acting In this advisory capacity you 
will come into contact with the best com- 
mercial organizations over the whole world. 
YOU will have a connection In the United 
States through which all your wished and 
recommendations nviv b*> made known to 
the American people, nnd through which 
your members may he able to establish de- 
sirable business relatious. , 

We trust that this Invitation may be 
brought before your board and acted upou 
at an early date, on receipt ot your ac- 
ceptance a diploma of membership will 
be forwarded to your board, and also to 
two or your members, to bo selected by 
you as personal representatives. In the 
absence of other Instructions we generally 
name the president am* secretary, but 
Rhnll follow any suggestions which you may 
think proper.

Sir,— Tills Institution has I he honor to 
Inform your board, us a prospective member 
of Its International advisory board, that 
It will hold In Philadelphia, In October, 
1801), an international commercial congress, 
together with a commercial exposltlln. You 
are urgently requested to make such ur 
rangements as will udmlt of the attend 
mice of a good delegation from your board. 

The congress will be of world-wide 
portance. It will comprise delegates from 
nearly every country In the world, and 
also special government delegates appoint 
ed by all nations on invitation of the Unit 
I'd States government. The congress will 
be In dally session, and ouch country repre 
sented will be expected to choose the sub- 
jects for discussion and to treat of the 
In papers prepared beforehand. There will 
be given avery opportunity for a free and 
fair discussion of all matters of interest 
between the United States and other na- 
tions. The mooting being unchecked by 
and governmental control, Is certain to 
arouse world-wide Interest, and Its recom- 
mendations are hound to have their effect 
In shaping such legislation of this country 
The Importance of the congress Is such 
that the opening session will be presided 
over by the President of the United States, 
nnd the whole diplomatic corps stationed 
at Washington will be in attendance. 

All the leading clambers of commcrci 
and hoards of trade in the United State! 
will bo represented, nnd the leading manu 
faeturers and merebnuts, not only here, hut 
ia all countries, will be Invited to attend 
the congress ns spectators. The delegat 
accredited from foreign governments and 
commercial bodies will have an official 
character, and will bo entitled to a vote 
In nil the proceedings. Delegates bearing 
such credentials will be the guests of the 
city during their attendance at the eon 
gross. 

The congress will bo convened on October 
Id, 1800. 

Colncldently with the congress there will 
he held the National Exposition of Ameri 
can Manufacturers, an enterprise which has 
the sanction, endorsement nnd support 
the government of the United States, 
state of Pennsylvania and the municipality 
of Philadelphia. Altogether there has la 
appropriated and subscribed nearly one 
million dollars to defray the cost of the 
buildings and other expenses. The 
position Is especially designed to exhibit 
such American manufactures ns are most 
representative nnd best adapted to foreign 
requirements. In Its entirety It will afford 
n most excellent opportunity for a thorough 
and comparative study of the various In 
dustrlcs and of the requirements of the 
open markets of the world. Foreign mer 
Chants attending will bo able to meet the 
leading manufacturers and business men of 
the United States, and thereby enter Into 
more desirable business connections during 
their visit than would he possible on an 
extended trip under ordinary circum- 
stances. 

The exposition will he opened on Septem- 
ber It. 1800, and will remain open about 
three months. It will be directed by busi- 
ness men of tlie highest character, ex- 
perts In their various lines. 

Arrangements will be made with the 
transportation companies to secure reduc- 
ed faros for visiting delegates and mer- 
chants. 

Your board is hereby Invited to appoint 
delegates to represent It officially at the 
International commercial congress. We 
leave the choice entirely to yourselves, be- 
lieving that the Importance of the meeting 
will lend you to select able men. 'I'h,. 
number of delegates Is also left to you, 
though we might suggest, two or three as 
a good representation. As the time Is short 
we earnestly request prompt action on 
ihls Invitation, appointment of delegates 
and selection of subjects for discussion. 
Please advise ns of such action In order 
that Invitation cards may lie Issued to 
your appointees and the offlcinl programme 
many he arranged. 

An Invitation Is also hereby extended 
lo all members of your board outside of 
the delegates appointed to attend the con 
gross and exposition. It is an unusual 
opportunity t„ make „ satisfactory business 
trip at reduced expense, and we have no 
doubl thai a number of your members 
will be glad to nvnll themselves of It.

THE EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 
On the announcement being matte that 
the list of business had been exhausted, 
Mr. Herbert Cuthbert asked permission 
to lay before the board a resolution aris- 
ing out of the legislation of the last ses- 
sion of the provincial parliament, which 
resolution read as follows; 

"In view of the grave objection on 
the part of many mine owners in West 
Kootenny to the legislation passed at the 
last session of the legislature prohibit- 
ing any miner working more than eight 
hours per day underground; and in view 
of the fact that the said mine owners 
have affirmed that it will he necessary 
for them to seriously consider the advis- 
ability of closing down their mines if 
the provisions of the act be put: in force; 
and whereas such action would in the 
present prosperous condition of the 
province be a serious blow at the com- 
mercial interests of the province ns n 
whole; _ it is hereby resolved that the 
provincial government be respectfully 
asked to take such steps as small make 
the net inoperative until the next session 
of the legislature, ho that both the 
minors and the mine owners shall have 
ample time to consider the effects of 
such legislation upo n the- mining indus- 
try and upon the general business , )f tIlP 
province,"

President Kirk pointed out that this 
subject hud been brought before the 
council too late for it to be included in 
the notices of the quarterly meeting, and 
also that hut one side appeared to be 
represented, which might make a discus- 
sion without notice unfair. Under the 
rules such a resolution, without notice, 
could only he dealt with on consent of 
two-thirds of the members present being 
obtained. 

Bowing to this ruling, Mr. Cuthbert 
hoped that two-thirds of the meeting 
would be pleased to discuss the resolu- 
tion and carry it; while Mr. L- G. Mc- 
Quade took an opposite stand and 
argued that such a resolution should not 
be debated without due notice having 
been given. 

" lift it go to the council," he said, 
" and they will bring it before the board 
regularly at its next quarterly meeting." 

This, Mr. Cuthbert pointed out, would 
defeat tlie object sought, for the board 
would not hold another general meeting 
until the anticipated damage had been 
done. The plea of expediency commend- 
ed itself to Capt. C. E. Clarke and Mr. 
J. S. Harvey, who moved that the rules 
be suspended so that the consideration 
of the resolution might proceed forth- 
with. 

The president was about to put this 
resolution when Mr. Hanna raised the 
point of order that two members hud 
slipped away, leaving the meeting- with- 
out a quorum. This necessitated a brief 
suspension of business, during which the 
secretary resolved himself into a. com- 
mittee of one, returning in triumph a 
few moments later with sufficient rein- 
forcements to fill up the break iu the 
forces- 
Mr. Cuthbert then proceeded to elabor- 
ate his reasons for offering the resolu- 
tion -the hoard having unanimously con- 
sented to consider it. For two or three 
weeks certain British Columbia mining 
securities had depreciated in value to a 
considerable extent, and, endeavoring to 
ascertain the reason of this decline, he 
had become satislied that it was to be 
ascribed lo this objectionable legislation 
of last session. The managers of sev- 
eral of the most important mines in the 
Slocnn district first of all had conic down 
to interview the government in the mat- 
ter: and after them, with the same ob- 
ject iu view, there had come a second 
deputation, including the mayor of Nel- 
son, the manager of the Hall Mines {.the 
most important property iu that section) 
and several others. These gentlemen 
bad represented the extreme gravity of 
the legislation complained of, to them 
tind to the entire mining industry of the 
Kootennys, asserting that if tlie eight- 
hour law became operative it would be 
practically certain to produce a stagna- 
tion of the mining business of the coun- 
try. 

The manager of the Hall Mines, for 
example, had stated that either the oper- 
ation of this legislation would have to 
be deferred, or bis company would be 
obliged to close down their mines. The 
same applied to all, or nearly all, the 
other large mines of Kootenny, the Lo 
Itoi included. As it was, a large 
amount of capital had already been kept 
out of the country by tlie fear of this 
legislation being put in force. 

Tracing the history of the objection- 
able section, Mr. Cuthbert contended 
that it was not of government origin, 
hut: hud been put through by a private 
member, Mr. J. M. Martin, of Rossland, 
without due consideration. In effect it 
was that no miner should be employed 
in underground metalliferous mine work- 
ings for more than eight hours dally; 
this law became operative on the 1st of 
May, but prosecution of employers could 
only be initiated with the consent of 
the Attorney-General or by the inspector 
of mines. To show what the new law 
really meant, he brietly outlined the 
situation: Heretofore the mines had 
worked Iwo shifts of ten hours each, 
[wo lloiirs being allowed after the com- 
ing uii of , 'leli shift for the smoke and 
foul odors to clear away. Thus the 
mines could !»■ operated continuously, 
2-1 hours of the day, with the two work- 
ing shifts. This .new legislation, how- 
ever, would reduce the working time by 
at least four hours, while necessitating 
the employment of three shifts--no good 
miner being obtainable nt less than $3.50 
per day. 

Passing this resolution would not an- 
tagonize the government in any way, 
being merely in the direction of strength- 
ening their hands in the disallowance of 
the legislation— or rather of inducing the 
Allorney-Generul not to consent to the 
initiation of prosecutions. At. present 
mi miners, no matter how willing they 
might be to do so, could be allowed to 
work in a ten hours' shift. The delay 
that he urged by this resolution would 
permit of thorough investigation and 
work injury to no one. It was quite 
in harmony with the undertaking the 
government had already given thai the 
new lavs would not be made operative 
for some lime ill least. If the hands of 
the government were strengthened by 
the business men of the province, the act 
would undoubtedly stand over until next 
session at all events. 

The resolution found a seconder in 
Capt. ('. E. Clarke, and was supported 
by Mr. 10. Peurson, who thought that if 

this eight-h • law were applicable 

throughout the province it would be 
fruit fill in most disastrous results. In 
Cariboo the working season was very 
short and bad to be made the most of, 
in order thai the mines might, he oper- 
ated at a profit. Another point — it ap- 
peared that this obnoxious legislation 
was neither asked for nor desired by 
miner or mine owner. 

Mr. .1. S. Harvey observed that from 
his personal knowledge he could say the 
new law would injuriously affect many 
drifting mines in Cariboo; while as to 
the feeling f the Kootennys, it might be' 
gathered from the fact that the Nelson 
hoard of trade had already adopted n 
resolution similar in tenor to that which 
Mr. Cuthbert had now brought forward, 

In reply to a question by Mr. Hanna, 
the president explained that the legisla- 
tion complained of had been secured" by 
Mr. J. M. Martin at the request of the 
Rossland miners' union, nt that time 
largely composed of striking miners from 
the Coeur d'Alene. 

Mr M. Lena and .Air. L, G. McQuude 
thought so important a question might 
well stand over for consideration at a 
special and more representative meeting. 
Besides, it would be well to hear the evi- 
dence and argument, on tlie other side. 

Capt. Clarke promptly asserted that 
there was no "other side" to the ques- 



tion. Neither the miners nor the owners 
were in favor of the new- legislation, 
while the cost of operating the mines 
was increased by it fully one-third. 

President Kirk informed the board 
that nearly all of the working miners 
of the Sloeun had already signed an 
agreement to close down if the new law- 
were enforced. 

Mr. Davidge saw no necessity for 
present discussion of the merits or de- 
merits of the original proposition. The 
board was only asked that reasonable 
time be allowed by the government for 
consideration of the effects involved by 
the. putting of the law into force. Such 
being the case, lie saw no room for oppo- 
sition, and moved " that the question be 
now put." 

The question being put, tlie resolution 
carried unanimously mid the meeting 
forthwith came to nn end through the 
breaking of the quorum.
